$4,000 UP TO DATE

Washington, August 12.—(Special.)— 
H. H, Perry, of Gainesville, filed his 
statement of campaign expenses with 
the gecretary of the senate today, 
showing he has expended up to date 
$4,058.61, not including his personal 
expenses on speechmaking tours, his 
postage bill, or ‘state assessment. 

This is the highest expense account 
yet submitted from Georgia, and one 
of the highest submitted from any 
state. 

The itemized statement shows that 
Mr, Perry conducted an extensive lit- 
erary campaign. He paid $1,065 to W. 
Trox Bankston to have his platform 
inserted in the country weekly news- 
papers, and another $1,511.82 to vari- 
ous newspapers for printing his an- 
nouncement. These were the largest 
single expenditures. He paid to ou. ae 
Roach for traveling expenses on 
speaking trips $340.90; to Smith Clay- 
ton $63.25; to Ed Quilllan $228.33, and 
small amounts to F. J. Cohen, J. D.

TRAIN 1S TURNED 


ver 20 Passengers and 36 
Soldiers are Butchered by a 
Band of Lapatistas 


MANY OF THE WOUNDED 


Chopped Off to Secure Rings. 
Bodies of the Women Muti- 
lated — Rebel Leader Made 
No Effort to Restrain His 
Followers. 


Mexico City, August 12.—Thirty-stw 
soldiers and more than twenty passen- 
gers were slaughtered by Zapatistas 
yesterday afternoon in a canyon, one 
kilometer north of Ticuman, 110 miles 
southeast of Mexico City, when a pas- 
senger train, southbound from this 
city, was attacked from ambush. 

Meager details, which did not reach 
the city until this afternoon, indicate 
that the savagery displayed was not 
less, and perhaps greater, than that 
which characterized the massacre of 
troops and passengers on a train be- 
tween Cuernavaca and Mexico City on 
July 20. So far as known tonight, only. 
a part of the train crew escaped. 

Story of the Slaughter. 

The first story of the assault was 
sent to Mexico City by Conductor 
Marin and Collector Dominguez, who, 
although wounded, had managed to 
make their way to Yautepec, 12 miles 
away. They were forced to steal 
through the Zapatista lines, and did 
not arrive at the telegraph station 
until ‘his afternoon. After the firing 
ceasea the rebels swarmed down the 


composing the train. A few of the 
wounded had crawled out onto the 
right-of-way, thus escaping the fate of 
those unable to leave the cars. They 
were burned. According to reports 
received, the leader of the rebels mad@ 
absolutely no effort to restrain his meg 
from acts of brutality greater than 
any that has yet marked the campaign 
in the south. The wounded, pleading 
for their lives, were struck down with- 
out pity, and even looting was held in 
abeyance until the slaughter was com- 
plete. 
Fingers. Were Chopped Off. 

Not satisfied with robbing their vic- 
tims in ordinary manner, the fingers 
of men and women were chopped off 
with machetes in order that the rings 
they wore might be .more quickly se-

Among the passengers onthe train, 
two newspaper men were among the 
killed. They were on th:ir way to in- 
terview Emiliano Zapata, thechief of 
the rebels. One of these, H. L. Strauss, 
a native of Uruguay, and consular 
agent of his country in this city, was 
employed at one time on The New 
York Herald. He was making his trip 
into the Zapata territory as a repre- 
sentative of El Imparcial. The other 
correspondent wag Ignacio Herraras, 
of‘El] Pais. 

The ill-fated train left Mexico City 
yesterday morning. For the most part 
the passengers belonged to the farm- 
ing element and lower classes.

This is the 
largest number of criminals to suffer 
the death penalty by electricity on any 
one day since the electric chair was 
adopted as a method of capital pun- 
ishment. The six Italians and one 
negro executed this morning went to 
their deaths quietly. The warden's 
work was accomplished within an hour 
and sixteen minutes. 

The condemned were put to death in 
the following order:

All the prisoners, with the exception 
of Collins, walked into the death cham- 
ber protesting their innocence. Col- 
lins came in smilingly and seemingly 
happy. He did not deny his guilt. He 
prayed on his knees at the chair for a 
minute before he was executed. 

Giusto, Cona, Cali and _ the 
lDemarcos were convicted of the 
der of Mrs. Mary Hall in a 
farm house at Griffin's Corner, in 
Westchester county, on November 9, 
1911. Znaza, the sixth member of the 
band of assassins, was electrocuted 
July 8, after he had confessed in a 
letter to Governor Dix that he had 
Stabbed Mrs. Hall to death. The others 
were convicted as participants in the 
crime. The men gained access to the 
house on the pretext of buying milk. 

Was From Florida. 

Collins, who was a young Florida 
negro, killed Michael Lynch, a New 
York city policeman, on the morning 
of July 1, 1911. Collins had been 
drinking and had fired a revolver out 
of his room in the section of New York 
known as “Hell's Kitchen.” Lynch 
heard the shots and went to investi- 
gate. When he Knocked at the door 
Collins opened it and fired. He ap- 
pealed to Governor Dix to commute his 
sentence to life imprisonment, claim- 
ing he was so intoxicated at the time 
he was unaware of what he was doing, 
and asserting that he had never known 
the officer. The governor refused to 
interfere 

Ferrone Killed His Wife. 

Joseph Ferrone killed his wife, Kate, 
in New York on October 24, 1911. Mrs. 
Ferrone had refused to live with her 
husband because of ill treatment, she 
Claimed, but she was induced to re- 
turn from Philadelphia, where she was 
living, a few days. before the crime 
was committed, o:1 Ferrone’s plea that 
their child was ill in a hospital. 
Friends endeavored unsuccessfully to 
bring about a reconciliation and the 
murder followed. The woman's body, 
with her throat slashed, was foun. in 
the street. 

When convicted lerrone.attacked a 
juryman and then attempted to kill 
himself by cutting his throat with a 
piece of broken watch crystal. On 
the way to the death house at Sing 
Sing Ferrone made a second attempt 
at suicide by trying to swallow a 
jagged piece of tin.

| THE IVY STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


It-is to be regretted that in the effort to improve Ivy street as 
a means of facilitating communication between the north and 
south sides of the city the argument of the south as against the north 
side, and vice versa, should have been brought into the discussion. 
Where public enterprises affecting, as does this one, the entire city 
are concerned, the geographical argument is founded on mistaken 
premises. The improvement of Ivy street will make for the welfare 
of the city generally. It should not, therefore, be hampered by op- 
position which erroneously assumes that one part of Atlanta is to 
be benefited at the expense of another. 

The Constitution has long contended that there should be more 
direct and passable connection between Piedmont park on the 
north side and Grant park on the south side, not only as regards 


the outskirts of the city but especially with reference tog short-cut 


thoroughfare in Atlanta, Once it is regraded and repaved, there will 
be a continuous well-graded and central route from Grant to Pied- 


mont parks, and vice versa, and from the north to the south side. As 


it is now, there is no such usable route via Ivy street on account of 
its prohibitive grades. With these grades eliminated, access from 
Piedmont park on through Peachtree to Ivy and over the Washington 
street viaduct to Grant park, and’ back again, will offer a thoroughfare 
ideal for every purpose, whether of traffic or pleasure. On the south 
side three main avenues lead to the Washington street viaduct and 
hence to Ivy, Washington and Pryor streets and Capitol avenue, with 
their tributaries. So that, after all, the south side of the city is really 
more interested in the proposed Ivy street improvement than the 
north side. 

Another factor is the enhancement of property values on north 
and south sides inevitable with the improvement of Ivy. Values in- 
crease with increasing volume of traffic, and the number of vehicles 
and pedestrians passing the property involved. Increasing the traftic 
between north and south sides, whether as between the parks or from 
tke sheerly commercial side, the improvement of Ivy will infallibly 
increase the value of each piece of property not only upon the streets 
actually traversed, but those for which they act as funnels and dis- 
tributors, and it is here that the south side will be directly benefited. 
No man has done more for the Grant park section of the city 
than Alderman James E. Warren, of the third ward, and in an ad- 
mirable interview published elsewhere today he points out the ad- 
vantages of the Ivy street improvement and shows wherein it will 
be of particular benefit to the south side. His position is incon- 
trovertable, and we have no doubt that it reflects the overwhelm- 


ing sentiment of the members of council.

The perennial prohibition question will re- 
cur in the September gubernatorial contest in Maine. Governor, and 
Nominee, Wilson has reminded the democrats of that state of a 
fact borne out by centuries of history—that local self-government 
is the pivot upon which turns the real rule of the people and that 
the regulation of the whisky traffic is essentially a subject to be 
adjusted by local majority sentiment. 

Governor Wilson was singularly fortunate in selecting Maine 
as the text for the utterance of his views on this important issue. 
The Pine Tree state is the original American commonwealth em- 
bodying statutory prohibition in its constitution. That occurred ap- 


proximately half a century ago. And there has never since been a 


time when the issue has not been a source of agitation and demorali- 
zation on the one side or the other. Maine has proverbially been 
cited as dramatizing the farce of the effort to thrust rigid prohibi- 
tion upon an entire state against the will of many of its separate 
communities. The state’s experience is the classic illustration of the 
disastrous effects that follow the violation of the tundamental dem- 
ocratic law of local self-government, specifically as it applies to the 
regulation of the whisky traffic, which, as the rovernor states, is a

The senate has, by a large vote, passed the joint legislative com- 


mission banking bill which throws the active protection of the sov- 


In a meas- 
ure, the bill gives to depositors in and stockholders of state banks 
the safeguards and Watchfulness accorded both elements in national 
banks. The bill is the result of careful research and investigation

Depositors in staté ‘banks have the right ‘to know the state 
is scrupulously watching the banks to which it gives its authority 
to accept the money of the people.

The same underlying principle of state protection—this time to 
policy-holders—is embodied in the insurance bill that has passed 
the house by an almost unanimous vote. This measure is aimed 
at eliminating the “blue-sky” or bogus concerns that, under the 
loose methods of Georgia, are able to prey upon the credulous 
under the aegis of the state. Our existing laws on this subject are 
probably unique in the, nation for their openings to rascality and 
licensed dishonesty. The enactment of the new insurance depart- 


ment measure will put Georgia on a plane with the up-to-date states 


in the protection of policy-holders of every class, the smallest and 
ithe largest. 

The best thought of both house and senate has, respectively, 
approved these two bills. The general assembly has before it the 
opportunity for undoubted constructive service by making laws of 
both of them—the house of the senate banking bill, and the senate 


of the house insurance bill. 


These two reforms would alone jus- 


tify the present session of the legislature. 


TRAGIC FARCE, TO THE LAST. 


By an overwhelming .vote, the house of representatives has 
adopted the senate bill which, by abolishing the dog tax, subtracts 
a cool $100,000 slice from the revenues of the state. 

The dog tax may be, per se, right or wrong. That is a question 
for legislators to settle with their consciences and their interpreta- 
tion of statesmanship. 

The thing that matters is that, lopping off $100,000 from the 
state's income, no provision whatever has been made to supply the 
loss. 

Appropriations are mounting—as they should—in all worthy 
directions. 

Simultaneously, revenues are being reduced. 

This sort of thing has reached its limit. In an ordinary busi- 
ness house, the custom of piling up expenditures and cutting down 
income would beckon bankruptcy. No wonder The Macon Tele- 
graph says, ‘The legislature is fiddling, while Rome is burning.” 

Pandering to scattered popular prejudice here and there, by 
remitting such imposts as the dog tax; steadily cutting down sources 
of revenue in other directions; evidencing a reckless tendency by 
willingness to take another quarter of .a million off the state’s rev- 
enues by enacting the Tippins bill—and absolutely refusing to de- 
velop the backbone to nail the tax-dodgers and thereby square the 
state’s balance sheet. 

If this is not cheap politics, unworthy of the general assembly of 
Georgia, we are at a loss to find a more complete illustration. 

The people of Georgia should send to the legislature men with 
sufficient courage to equalize taxes and end the miserable farce of 


making a rich state appear bankrupt.

Camden County Shows Gain. 

One of the most remarkable gains 
in taxation as compared with last 
year is shown by Camden county, way 
down on the Florida line—a county 
with a comparatively scant population 
and one where rapid increase in values 
would scarcely be looked for. 

And yet Camden county comes up 
this year with an increase of 50 per 
cent in tax returns xs compared with 
1911. That's some increase, too. In 
1911 Camden returned property Val- 
ued at $1,060,319, while this year its 
returns aggregate $1,589,164, an in- 
crease of $528,845. It may be said 
there will not be another county in 
the state with a record in proportion 
to Camden's. 

Towns county, way up in the north 
Georgia mountains, without a railroad 
line, shows an increase over last year 
of $149,943, and Rabun, also a moun- 
tain county and one of small popula- 
tion, comes up with an increase of 
$127,067. 


To Help Small Companies.

“I have given my official sanction,” 
states Alderman Warren, “to the Ivy 
street improvement, and I shall gladly 
vote to approve the recommendation of 
the street committee, which will make 
a report next Monday to counct! favor- 
ing the Ivy street project. I 
think, however, that the public-spirited 
citizens and property owners who have 
advanced the $30,000 necessary for the 
work should not be in any hurry about 
being reimbursed, and should wait at 
least three years for their money. This 
would give the city a chance to make 
some appropriations for other needed 
improvements, chief among which is 
the sale of the stockade property. 

“I fully realize that a driveway from 
the north side to the south side of the 
city, so that Grant park can be easily 
reached, will mean much to the south 
side, as travel in that direction would 
do a great deal to advertise the sec- 
tion and to enhance property values. 
We have spent several thousand. dol- 
lars building the Washington, street 
viaduct for no other purpose than to 
give a roadway across the railroad so 


as to connect the south and north sides} 


of the city. If Courtland: street could 
be widened, regraded and repaved, the 
use of the Washington street viaduct 
would be greatly increased to the beng- 
fit of the south side, but there seems 
no probability of that being done for 
Several years to come, and, therefore, 
the next most feasible thing to do in 
the way of providing a good street to 
be used in connection with the Wash- 
ington gtreet viaduct is to improve Ivy 
street. 
Gilmer Street Connecting Link. 

“One short block on Gilmer street, 
from the Auditorium west, will connect 
the Washington street viaduct with 
Ivy street. That one block on Gilmer 
street will soon be improved, as it is 
one of the leading driveways to the 
Auditorium-Armory, and with that done 
and with Ivy street improved, the 
south side can invite people to drive 
from the north side to Grant park over 
a good thoroughfare. I am, therefore, 
very much in earnest when I say that 
the improvement of Ivy street should 
not be charged against the north side 
of the city, as“the improved sbtreet 
will benefit the south side as much, if 
not more, than it does the north side. 

“I sincerely hope that no effort will 
be made, especially by south side rep- 
resentatives in council, to block the 
improvement of Ivy street. It is a pub- 
lic {mprovement that should be indorsed 
by the mayor and general council, and 
that should be pushed to completion 
as rapidly as possible.”
